1 . A fishing line apparatus, for fitting along a rod of a fishing pole, comprising: 
a generally eldlngate first plane; 
a first set of bars, comrhtmicating with said first plane, forming a first circular region 
at a first end of said first plane, 

a second set of bar^rcommunicating with said first plane, forming a second circular 
region at a second end.of said first plane; 

a series of legs, communicating with said first plane, for attaching to the rod of the 
fishing pole; and 

a generally elongate second plane, communicating with said first set of bars and said 
second set of bars; 

wherein sai^fixstplane and second plane are generally elongate in parallel to the rod 
of the fishing pole.

6. The fishing line appi£atus, as in claim 1, further comprising a series of fasteners 
communicating with said*efTes of legs. 
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7. The fishing line apparatus, as in claim 6, wherein said series of legs and said serie 
of fasteners communicate with the fishing rod. 

8. The fishing line apparatus, as in claim 7, wherein said series of legs and said serie 
of fasteners removably communicate with the fishing rod. 

9. The fishing line apparatus, as in claim 1, further comprising two slits at opposite 
ends of said second plane for securing fishing line.
